Contributions  from  all  the  members  of  R.H.S., 
this  year,  made  possible  the  'adoption',  under  the 
FOSTER  PARENT  PLAN,  of  a  young  Italian  girl, 
seven  years  of  age. 

This  is  Rosalia,  whose  family  has  come  to  know 
bitter  privation  ever  since  her  father  met  a  tragic 
death.  He  was  a  foreman  in  a  workyard.  He  was 
killed  in  1961,  by  a  man  of  deranged  mind  and  for 
no  apparent  reason.  There  was  a  small  settlement, 
but  this  sum  was  owing  to  his  employer,  and  in 
consequence,  the  widow  was  left  penniless.  Ulti- 
mately she  was  granted  a  pension  and  this  amounts 
to  74c  a  day.  There  is  no  other  living  than  this, 
and  she  has  five  children 

Her  fragile  mother  is  very  ill  with  a  chronic 
kidney  infection,  and  cannot  work,  to  afford  the 
medical  care  and  nourishing  food  she  needs.  After 


her  husband's  death,  Rosalia's  mother  accepted  her 
own  sister's  offer  of  shelter  for  herself  and  the 
half-orphans.  The  sister  has  a  husband  and  three 
children,  and  their  neat,  though  poor,  three  room 
home  has  become  congested  and  nervewracking. 

Rosalia  is  a  pretty  and  solemn  little  girl,  with 
great,  dark  eyes  and  curly,  dark  hair,  with  glints 
in  it.  Her  skin  is  olive,  but  sallow  from  mulnutri- 
tion.  She  is  plump  from  the  kind  of  food  she  does 
eat,  but  not  well  nourished.  She  likes  to  go  *o 
school,  where  she  is  in  the  first  grade,  and  she  has 
found  this  a  whole  new  world.  She  insists  that  she 
is  going  to  be  a  teacher.  Meanwhile  she  is  a  little 
girl,  who  in  spite  of  her  privation  and  want,  finds 
her  own  little  pleasures  in  the  world  around  her 
.  .      with  a  child's  gift  for  happiness  in  very  little.
